After my return from n, at the 


close of the war, 1 heard that it had 
been charged by the Northern press that 


General McPherson had been murdered, 


and I have been frequently requested to 


write a letter of vindication, and to give 
an exact statement of the facts connect- 
ed with his death, but owing to my ig- 
norance of localities and the general ar- 
rangements of the battle of the 22d of 
July, | have failed to do so up to this 
The simple, unvarnished: facts of 
the case, however, are these: 

For a day or two previous to the bat- 
tle, I had been in commafid of a 
brigade line of skirmishers, and early on - 
the morning of that day, was ordered 
to join my regiment and division, which 
were moving out from Atlanta, on the 
Decatur road, in order to strike the left 
tlank of General Sherman’s army, under 
the commanded of General McPherson, 
which stretched ‘across the Augusta rail- 
road. While halting upon theyoad we 
were furnished with sixty additional 
rounds of ammunition,and were told that 
there was a hard day’s work before us. 

We were placed in line of battle about 
12 or 1 o’clock in the day, and the last 
order givep by General Pat. Cleburne to 
us, wags #0 move forward, turn neither 
to the right hand nor to the lett, until 
we were Within the enemy’s breastworks. 
Shortly afterwards a heavy and rapid 
cannonading commenced, from what 
we supposed: to be General Bate’s divis- 
ion, which announced too clearly that 
the ball was about to open in good ear- 
nest. Under the excitement aroused by 
it, we commenced a double quic 
through a forest covered with dense un- 
derbrush. Here we ran through a line 
of skirmishes, and took them in without 
the firing of a gun, and suddenly came 
up to the edge of a little wagon road, 
running parallel with our line of march, 
and duwn which General McPherson 
came thundering at the head of his staff, 
and,according to my best recollection, his 
body guard. He had evidently just left 
the last conference he ever had with 
General Sherman, near the Howard 
Ilouse, and was on his way to see what 
the rapid and sudden firing upon his left 
all meant. 

General Sherman is certainly mista- 
Ken, in his Memoirs, when he says that 
he was almost, if not entirely alone, for 
I estimated his rank entirely by the size 
of his retinue, and in that estimate I 
fixed his rank at nothing less than a 
corps commander. He had a consider- 
avle staff with him, and, according to 
the best of my recollection, a body 
guard followed him. 

He was certainly surprised to find 
himself suddenly face to face with the 
Rebel line. My own company and pos- 
sibly others of the regiment had reached 
the verge of the road, when he discovered, 
for the first time, that he was in a few 
feet of where we stood. I threw up my 
sword to him as a signal to surrender. 
Not aword wasspoken. He checked 
his horse slightly, raised his hat as polite- 
y as if be was saiuting a lady, wheeled 
his horse’s head directly to the right, and 
dashed off to the rear in a full gallop. 
Young Corporal Coleman, who was 
standing near me, was ordered to fire 
upon him. He did so, and it was his 
ball that brought General McPherson 
down. He was shot passing under the 
thick branches of a tree, and as he was 
bending over his horse’s neck, either to 
avoid coming in contact with the limbs, 
or, more probably, to escape the death- 
dealing bullet of the enemy, that he 
knew wassure teforrow him. e was 
shot in the back, and as Sherman says, 
in his Memoirs, ‘“‘the ball ranged up- 
ward across the body and passed near 
the heart.”’ 

A number of shots were also fired in- 
to his retreating staff. 

I ran immediately up to where the 
dead General lay, just as he had fallen 
upon his knees and his face. There 
was not a quiyer of his body to be seen, 
not asign of life perceptible. The fatal 
bullet had done its work well. He had 
been killed instantly. Even as he lay, 
dressed in his Major General’s uniform, 
with his facein the dust, he was as mag- 
nificent a looking picture of manhood 
as ever I saw. 

Right by his side lay a man, who, if 
at all hurt, was but slightly wounded, 
but whose horse had shot from under 
him. From his appearance I took him 
to be the Adjutant or Inspector General 
of the stati. Pointing to the dead man, 
I asked, ‘*Who is this laying here?” He 
answered, with tears in his eyes, ‘‘Sir, it 
is General McPherson. You have kil 
ed the best man in ourarmy.” ‘This 
was ‘de first intimation that we had as 
to his rank. 

General Sherman alleges in his book 
that General McPherson's pocket-book 
and papers were found in the haversack 
of a prisoner afterwards. That may be 
so, but that prisoner did not belong to 
our party. Captain W. A. Brown, of 
Mississippi, picked up his hat that had 
caught in the branches of the tree un- 
der which he had fallen, and that was 
the only peice of McPherson's property 
disturbed by any of us. 

As I stood over the body the bullets 
were beginning to whistle rapidly around 
that locality. Soon after an order was 
sent commanding the division to move 
by the right flank. Major Richard Per- 
sop; a gallant officer, who commanded 
the regiment, was on the extreme left 
and in front of it, and did not hear the 
order, but pushed on to the Federal en- 
trechments, which were before and in 
sight of us. I was satisfied then that, 
detached as we were, the movement 
would only result in our death or capt- 


ure; but feeling it my duty to stick to 
the colors of my regiment and share its 
fate, no matter what it might be, I did 
so, and the result was as I anticipated— 
we werc all taken prisoners.

A short distance this side we passed 
through the little city of Clyde, the 
birthplace and the home of McPberson. 
We noticed that the flag was at half 
mast, and asked some of the crowd 
standing around the depot what it meant, 
and were told they had just buried Gen- 
eral McPherson, whom the ‘‘damned 
Rebels had murdered, and that the flag 
was at half-mast for him.”

was the last one that I ever took part in 
during the war, and it is as vividly pic- 
tured upon my mind as if it had occur- 
red yesterday. .The circumstances under 
which General McPherson met his death 
were perfectly justifiable.

this city, however, will be very small, as 
they do not make advances until the 
merchandise has left the stores and is in 
transit and has arrived at Maracaibo. 
The coffee is usually shipped in Decem- 
ber or January, and, if the earthquake 
had happened at that time, the losses to 
merchants engaged in that trade in this 
city would have been undoubtedly very 
great. The region affected by the shocks 
covers five degrees of latitude, and is 5 
miles wide. The shock extended a north- 
east direction, along the northern range 
of the Andes, It was felt first ve r- 
ceptibly at Begota, the capital of New 
Granada, thence seemed to travel north, 

athering intensity as it advanced, until 
it reached the south-east boundary line 
of Magdalena, where the work of des 
truction began, continuing as it advan- 
ced along the eastern boundary of Mag- 
dalena, following the line of the moun- 
tain range, avd destroying in part or 
whole the cities of Cocuta, San Antonio, 
El:Kosaria, Salazar, San Cristobel, San 
~~ and Santiago. 

he destruction was greatest in Gram- 

alate, Arboledas, Cucutillas, and Cucuta. 
Of the 14,000 persons who died from the 
effects of the earthquake, only about 
5,000 were killed outright; the remainder 
died in a short time from fever and lock- 
jaw, which, in that region, nearly al- 
ways supervenes when severe injuries 
have been received. 

The first premonition of the terrible 
visitation occurred on the night of May 
17th, when a strange rumbling sound 
was heard beneath the ground, although 
no earthquake occurred. It seemed as 
if a huge bowlder had been propelled 
over the earth, causing a rattling of win- 
dows and doors and a. trembling of 
crockery. It traveled in the direction 
afterward taxen by the earthquake, and 
lasted only afew miautes. It excited 
fears which soon subsided, when no seri- 
ous results follow@i. But onthe morn- 
ing of May 18th a terrible sheck occur- 
red, which brought consternation to all 
the inhabitants of Cucuta. It suddenly 
shook down the walls of houses, tum- 
bled down churches and the principal 
buildings, burying the citizens of the 
place in the ruins. Another shock com- 
pleted the work of desolation by throw- 
ing down the walls that still remained 
standing. This, with the shrieks of the 
wounded and dying, and the pitiful cries 
of those who had escaped, but who had 
lost their whole families, made a scene 
which, in the words of a correspondent, 
was ‘‘the realization of what Dante faint- 
“4 outlined in his portrait of the Inferno. 

hree more shocks followed of equal 
intensity, but there appears to be noevi- 
dence that there were any openings ip 
the earth, which, on similar occasions, 
have engulphed buildings and inhabi- 
tants, at least not in Cucuta. Theshocks, 
with lesser force, however, seem to have 
been felt throughout the whole region of 
the earthquake fortwo days afterward, 
extending to Cartagena and the western 
sea Coast. 

The scenes that followed the first 
shocks are described as being most fear- 
fuland terrible. In this hour of destruc- 
tiop, when men and women were pray 
ing for relief and mercy, others who had 
escaped immediately began an indiscrim- 
inate pillage, searching the ruins for 
treasure, and in many cases robbing the 
dying aud dead. The desire for plunder 
was so great in some instances that the 
robbers murdered persons who were 
caught in the falung timbers and who 
could not extricate themselves, though 
only slightly injured. The vaults of the 
banking houses were penetrated and large 
sums of money stolen. ‘‘The thieves 
were monarchs of the ruins,” said a cor- 
respondent. Then, to add to the horror 
of the calamity, the Lobotera volcano 
suddenly began to shoot out lavain im- 
mense quantities, or, as @ correspondent 
wiites to$Mr. Gogorza, “‘it sent out a mass 
of molten lava, in the formef incande- 
scent balls of fire, into the city.” Some 
of the balls fell upon the German drug 
steres of Thiers & Co., and Van Diesel & 
Co., setting them on fire immediately. 
The flames communicated with the ad- 
joining dwellings. A shower of lava set 
the ruins of the large city in flames while 
the earth was still quaking, and, writes a 
correspondent, “lf a painter could have 
seen the occurrence and possessed the 
power to put it on canvas (although he 
might ‘not paint a dying groan’), with 
the lurid tlames overhead, the convulsed 
city beneath, its inhabitants, perishing 
amid the ruins, bombarded with fire 
from the Lobatora; if the painter could 
transfer the scene to Canvas and Call it 
‘The Judgment Day,’ not Michael Ange- 
lo, nor any of the old masters, would 
survive the fame of this immortal artist 
of to-day.” 

Among the prominent merchants who 
perished, and who are well known to 
many in this city, are Joaquin Estrada, a 
very pgp | coffee dealer; Francisco 
Casanova, who was killed while return 
ing to his house to get some clothing for 
his infant, one of the walls falling on 
him, and Andrez Berti and his whole 
family. Among those who were badly 
wounded, and who died afterward, were 
Talizer Fossi and Ceferino, his brother, 
and most of the members of their fami- 
lies. Lldifeisso Urquinnoa, acoffee deal 
er of great wealth, was burned to death 
inthe ruins. He had an insurance of 
$8,000 upon his life in the Equitable in- 
surance company, in this city. The 
family of the German consul, Mr. Riebel, 
who is at present in Germany, had a very 
narrow escape from death, and immedi- 
ne f hastened to Matracaibo. It is pro 
babie that the next crop of coffee will 
suffer greatly, as the survivors cannot be 
induced to return to the region laid des- 
olate, and they have become so panic- 
stricken that no future efforts will prob- 
ably produce any effect upon them. Af.- 
fairs are in a terrible state. The bodies 
of the dead are becoming decomposed 
under the tropical heat, and the stench 
fills the atmosphere for miles around. 
“Humanity demands,” said Mr. Gogor- 
za, “‘that the bodies should have Chris- 
tian burial, and steps are taking to have 
them buried. The surviving members of 
the families of those who perished are 
also in need and should be provided for, 
and I trust when the citizens of this city 
will, as they have always done, when 
called upon to aid a deserving charity, 
subscribe. liberally to the relief of the 
sufferers by the most disastrous earth- 
quake of the last two centuries.”
